Referring to “Marquis” wheat 
‘which was bred at Ottawa the bulle- 
tin says: “Marquis. produces’ very 
large crops, has usually good straw 
and is more resistant to rust thdo 
most of the common ~ varieties.” A 
large edition ofthis bulletin has been 
printed so that all who desire may 
secure them by applying to the pub- 
Heations branch, department of agri- 
culture, Ottawa. 


Burning Bank Notes 

A bank note’s life averages ‘sixty- 
three days. Once the Bank of Eng’ 
land receives.a note back from the 
public it is never put into circulation 
again. The moment it is accepted 
across the counter the caskier’s sig- 
nature is to:x off. At the end of one 
cay a heap of signatures weighins 
twenty pounds has sometimes accum:- 
ulated. 

The mutilated notes are kept at 
the bank “or five years, and are then 
burnt in a. furance: This expensive 
bonfire consumes ' 420,000 notes per 
week, and the five years’ supply of 
redeemed notes waiting to be burnt 
totals about 90,000,000. To balance 
this, however, 60,000 notes are print- 
ed daily, and the value of the notes 
in circulation at any ene time is rare- 
ly less than thirty million sterling. 

Fourteen different ways of distin- 
guishing a good note from-a forgery 
are known to the bank officials, but 
some of these tests are — carefully 
guarded, and are not divulged even 
to-the cashiers of other banks. The 
quality of the paper ‘and the water- 
mark provide the simplest basis, The 
papermaking has always been in the 
hands of one particular firm, and 
great precautions are taken to keep 
its composition secret. A cashier cana 
tell a genuine note in the dark, sim- 
ply by the feel of it. The note’s edges 
also provide a good test. Three are 
rough and one smooth, the reason be- 
ing that banknotée# are printed in 
couples and separated by a guillotine 
afterwards. One of the bottom cor- 
ners of the notes is also thinner than 
the other.—Tit-Bits. §

CROP AREA OF WHEAT 


One Million Acres More Under Cultl- 
vation This Year 


One more million acres of Jand will 
be undér cultivation this year than 
last year and in consequence, judging 
by present conditions, the crop of 
Western Canada will be larger -by fif- 
ty. million bushels, according to C. F. 
Tilt, of Winnipeg, who was interview- 
ed in Montreal recently.

Mr, Tilt, who is the Winnipeg man- 
ager of the grain exporting branch of 
James Carruthers and company, is 
very optimistic regarding this year's 
crop.

Soo Locks Busier Than Panama 


No less ‘than. 72 million tows of 
freight passed through the locks of 
Sault Ste. Marie, on the Great. Lakes 
last year, These loci; Whith con- 
nect “Lake Superior. with ‘the, lower 
lakes are now a feature. of our in- 
land, navigation, system, for through 
thein passes nearly 75 per cent. of the 
entire lake traffic, co a as 
To increase the facilities for hand- 
ling the traffic om the. American side, 
a lock of excepticnal size ie under 
construction, as an addition to. the 
two existing locks, while excavation 
has been commenced for. a fourth 
lock. ; 

The traffic to be handled. is enor 
mous, and navigation ig stoppedby 
ice for or about four months each year 
(ordinarily from Dec. 15 to April 16). 
Consequently, it is of the ttmost “im- 
portance to handle the vessels 
promptly and enable them to make as 
many trips as possible. during the 
navigation season. ; ‘ 

In 1905, congress authorized the 
widening .of the canalmwhile in. 1907 
an appropriation was made for the 
construction of a third lock with an 
independert canal. The canal widen- 
ing was completed in 1911, and the 
new tock and canal are expected to 
be in operation at the beginning of 
navigation in 1915, or possible earlier. 

It was ‘subsequently .consiered de- 
sirable to duplicate the -traffic capac- 
ity as to provide against interruption 
to traffjc ip the event of any acci- 
dent at the third lock. This duplica- 
tion is a feature of the locks on the 
Panama canal, where the traffic will 
be much less in volume than at “the 
S00.” - The additional lock was auth- 
orized by congress in 1912, and work 
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is now in progress on the excavation.- 


With all this work completed, there 
will bo the unique. spectacle of two 
parallel and adjacent canals. with 
four parallel — single-lift 10cks,—Wn- 
gineering News. 


West's First Flax Factory ~ 

The appalling waste of valuable 
flax fibre each vea: ig emphasized n 
the slatemeat ‘hat, in 1914, the flex 
fields of the west have produced over 
two, million tons of flax straw, repre- 
senfing four hundred thousand tons 
of fibre, and that all of this wealth 
of raw material is now in ashes and
